It seems that 
the Greboes and other native tribes on 
the Liberian coast have formed an alli-

Americo-Africans from the 


Commodore Shufeldt, in command of the 
man-of-war Ticonderoga, has had a talk 
with the kings and head men of the war- 
like tribes, and is doing all he can to 
avert the bloodshed. He pointed out to 
them that the American emigrants must 
remain where they are, and told them 
that they would be protected in their 
new homes by the American government. 
Hie told them he hoped a more friendly 
feeling would grow up between the abo- 
rigines and the emigrants which, as they 
were of the same race, would be to their 
mutual advantage.
